The  Missouri  Southern  College  Chapter  of  the  Collegiate  Council  for  the  United 
Nations  was  organized  to  gain  a  better  understanding  of  the  community  and  world 
in  which  we  live. 

The  Collegiate  Council  for  the  United  Nations  conducts  a  Midwest  Model  United 
Nations  meeting,  which  is  a  mock  session  of  the  United  Nations  that  meets  in  St. 
Louis  each  Spring.  Approximately  seventy  colleges  and  universities  send  delegates. 
MSC  is  in  stiff  competition  with  such  universities  as  Drake,  Cornell,  Grinnell  and 
Notre  Dame. 

This  year  the  CCUN  delegation  from  MSC  was  chosen  to  represent  France.  This 
was  an  honor,  as  the  troubled  areas  are  assigned  to  the  delegation  who  in  previous 
years  have  been  most  effective  in  representing  their  countries.  Our  CCUN  was 
chosen  as  a  model  delegation  to  appear  in  a  publication  which  will  be  distributed 
to  colleges  and  universities,  and  submitted  to  Life,  Look,  Time,  and  other  national 
magazines.  Our  well  dressed  delegation  was  suited  in  their  dark  green  blazers  with 
the  name  France  on  the  emblem. 

An  honor  received  by  the  delegation  was  having  their  Assistant  Head  Delegate, 
Dennis  Goddard,  as  the  first  student  from  MSC  to  be  nominated  for  an  office  in 
the  1967  Midwest  Model  United  Nations.
